jrram, Miss McConnel] 
announced 


.t'hat she wou'ld not return to Rush- 
ville nest, year, having accepted 
a 


similar position at Bluffton, Tnd., 
and most cordially thanked all of 
,the agencies that had contributed to 
the success of the school concert. 


First of aM, Miss McConne'll said 


that she desired to express her most 
sincere thanks to the grade teach- 
ers for their assistance and co-op- 
eration, not alone in preparation for 
the closing concert, but likewise dur- 
ing the school year. She asserted 
that the grade teachers were splen- 
did and that their discipline was- ex- 
ceptionally good. 


Miss MeCorinell also" thanked tlie 


•press for assistance given her in the 
work, tlie school board and execu- 
tives and all others who had helped 
in making the music work in tie 
schools of more value. 


The music supervisor said that 


s>e expected to have made $600 for 
the music department of the schools 
with the four entertainments 
that 


have been given during the two years 
Hint she -has been at the head of the 
music work, the one last night being 
the fourth. Miss MeConnell explained 
that all of this money was-being or 
would be used to buy supplies.for 
the music department, such as rec- 
ords, music and instruments.

railroads and prohibition, taxes and 
he international court, rather than 
ry to impress his ideas on those 
subjects.

'ortunes on his. trip that he intends 
o tell his audiences wherever he 
joes that if they expect to hear 
polities discussed', they, .will be dis- 
appointed.

Although Less Than 3 Years Old, 
Dill Foundry Co., is Preparing. For 


Second Addition 


EMPLOYES TWENTY-THREE 


Business is Expanding Patented Hog 


Trough Having Been Added to 


Company's Products 


No new industry in Rushville has 


made more, rapid strides in its short 
existence than the Dill Foundry com- 
pany, which started less than three - 
years ago in a. small building, out- 
grew its floor space, machinery and 
equipment and even today is crowd- 
ed for room due to its expanding 
business. The company is now em- 
ploying twenty-three nien. 


Very few people in Rnshville know- 


that such a plant exists, in wnieh 
iron is melted in a mammoth vat, 
poured out like water 
into- forms, - 


and hiige castings are moulded for 
various kinds of machinery. One 
hundred: and fifty tons of pi> iron 
will soon be unloaded for melting 
purposes, and from these bars' of 
iron will be made "the eastings to fill " 
future, orders. 


These 350 tons of ronglh iron isr 


about an average consumption" for 
every three months as almost every 
weejc between 1ft and 12 tons of iron. 
is melted find reduced to some other" 
form. Practically every flay- this, 
large vat is working- and pouring- onfe - 
of the liquid iron at a white -heat 
temperature. 
, The Dill Foundry company will 
not be three years old until Septem- 
ber. It is .fust a mere infant in age. ; 
Years ago when Wai-Dill was em- 
ployed in the Charles . E. Francis

which are a product of the Francis 
company. These wheels .are usually 
turned out in orders of 2,000.

chinery that is moulded in the Dill 
foundry, antf pieces from -a half ton, 
to a ton are not uncommon. 


This week the foundry turned onfc 


and delivered1 to the Francis <>om- 
pany between 9 and 10 tons of the 
castings. This one factory alone 
could keep the foundry busy every 
day in the week, but the fonndrv is- 
not content on staying:, in the same 
iplaee, -and is doing business for oth- 
er firms.

Mount, today dramatically refuted 
hints her son committed suicide and 
declared she will fight to bring his 
slayers to justice. 


She branded pari-s of the testi- 


mony, of President Walter Dill Scott 
of Northwestern University before 
the grand jury as -"campus lies." 


In'.denying Scott's testimony that 


she expressed fear to 
him that 


Leighton ran away or took his own 
life, Mrs. Mount accused Scott of 
inducing her to "keep quiet about 
developments in the case to pro- 
tect the school.-' 


"My hoy was killed by hazers. He 


died fighting. Now I am going to 
fight. 
I am through protecting 


Northwestern University." 


Names of four student she alleges 


Hiazed Mount and then secreted -his 
fcody for a time in a forest pies- 
serve were given States Attorney 
Bobert E. Crowe and Chief Justice 
McKialey by Miss M. L. Guthapfel, 
a neighbor of I/he Mount family to- 
day. 


She declared that two of 
the 


youths were taken on ajrip to Eu- 
rope 'by their parents immediately 
after the 1921 class rush.

Mrs. Mount has been near col-
